Why we should buy local 


This weekend, both our Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Chamber of Commerce 
and a local church celebrated the 
peach harvest. Both have been popu¬ 
lar events for more than two decades. 

These events, and the many other 
festivals celebrated in NOTL—we also 
pay tribute to strawberries and cher¬ 
ries, herbs, garlic and lavender—are 
an opportunity to remind us how for¬ 
tunate we are to live in an agricultural 
community. 

And they remind us to enjoy our 
fresh produce while it’s in season. 

Why should we buy local? 

The best reason of all is that fresh¬ 
ly-picked produce, recently ripened 
naturally in the sun and picked when 
it’s ready to eat, tastes better. Much 
better. Fruit that is harvested early so 
it can be transported, sometimes 
thousands of miles, won’t have the 
same rich flavour. 

If you have trouble getting children 
to eat fruit, take them to pick their 
own. They’ll be much more likely to 
enjoy it, and they’ll learn something 
about how fruit grows. 


The experts tell us freshly picked 
produce is also healthier and safer. It 
has more nutrients and no preserva- 

When produce is local and fresh, it 
should also be less expensive, and it 
generally is. But if that isn't the case, 
think about why. 

Is it because it’s safer, grown under 
conditions that our legislation dic¬ 
tates because it's better for us? 

Is it because our growers have to 
charge more to stay in business? To 
keep their farm and our agricultural 
industry sustainable? 

Canadians have been warned that 
if we don’t support our farmers, if we 
don’t buy local and instead choose 
cheaper imports, we will one day have 
no local produce to choose. We will 
eat only what has traveled, sometimes 
great distances, to reach us, and we’ll 
never know what a fresh peach, just 
picked off the tree, tastes like. 

Thank you to the organizers of our 
many harvest celebrations, for 
reminding us why local produce is so 
important—and so good.

Range and 
cost will decide 

In response to your edi¬ 
torial (Niagara Advance, 

July 24) a\advocating elec¬ 
tric charging stations, a 
reader writes (Aug. 7) that 
electric cars will never 
work, because the power 
will have to come from 
somewhere. He advises 
hydrogen is the answer. 

Last time I checked, hydro¬ 
gen is not found in nature 
in the uncombined state, so 
it too will have to come 
from somewhere. 

Hydrogen can be pro¬ 
duced from either natural 
gas or water. If from natural 
gas, carbon dioxide is gen¬ 
erated as a byproduct, so 
there is no global environ¬ 
mental benefit to be gained 
by running cars on hydro¬ 
gen compared to running 
them on natural gas as fuel 
(unless overall efficiency is 
substantially higher). 

Alternatively, hydrogen 
can be generated by 
decomposition of water 
into its constituent ele¬ 
ments by means of electrol¬ 


ysis. In this case, all of the 
energy available in the 
hydrogen fuel comes from 
the electric power used in 
the electrolytic process. 

Hydrogen becomes, in 
effect, an energy transport 
and storage medium; the 
primary energy source is 
whatever was used to gen¬ 
erate the electricity con¬ 
sumed to produce the 
hydrogen. 

The ultimate choice 
between electric and 
hydrogen-powered cars 
wifi probably boil down to 
practicalities such as range, 
ease of recharging, and of

I find it thrilling to fly or 
drive over the countryside, in 
a “seek and find" pursuit of 
folks who find themselves in 
a bit of a bind. 

I’ve learned a whole host 
of new skills to use a wide 
range of equipment, and 
have become friends with 
people passionate about

helping others. 

CARES Niagara is the local 
non-profit organization of 
the national Civil Air Search 
And Rescue Association 
(CASARA), which receives 
fundingfrom the Department 
of National Defence. Many 
CASARA volunteers, includ¬ 
ing me, are also certified mil¬ 
itary spotters, to augment 
large Search and Rescue 
operationswith424Squadron 


at Canadian Forces Base 
Trenton. 

Summer long weekends 
are typically high SAR inci¬ 
dents, and lately CASARA 
members have been invited 
to support Hercules 424 
crews at Trenton. This past 
August long weekend I and 
three other CASARA mem¬ 
bers had the privilege of 
doing this, flying training 
exercises and being on stand¬ 
by for emergency calls. 

We had no major searches 
that made news headlines. I 
leamedthereisalotof search 
and rescue activity occurring 

about. In addition to a num¬ 
ber of minor calls we 
responded to, we delivered 
survival suits to the Canadian 
Warplane Heritage Museum 
at Hamilton Airport. The 
suits were for use by the crew 
of the Lancaster which last 
week flew across the Atlantic 
for a tour of England. 

Flying in the Hercules I 


quickly learned there are no 
“spare’’ crew members on 
board. Everyone has a criti¬ 
cal role forthesuccessof SAR 
operations. I continue to find 
it amazing how squadron 


members work together with 
detailed precision. 

In my role as a spotter, I’m 
an “extra” set of eyes to assist 
the SAR technicians scan¬ 
ning the ground for signs of 


who we are looking for. 

This is done at windows 
in the back of the Hercules, 
near the ramp. SAR techs are 
easily identified by then- 
orange jump suits. When the 
SAR techs prepare to drop 
supplies, or jump with para¬ 
chutes, the ramp is open. 

It’s amazing to watch the 
landscape float by, totally 
unhindered. And, I have to 
admit, when the SAR techs 
do jump, I get a queasy feel¬ 
ing watching them disappear 
into space. The entire crew 
does dangerous work 
inspired by the motto, “That 
others may live.” 

This Saturday, Aug. 16 
from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m„ 
Niagara District Airport is

paying for their services 
through OHIP. 

Since then, having mid¬ 
wives deliver babies has 
been a better use of scarce 
provincial health care dol¬ 
lars, says Hagman. 

One in four clients under 
the care of a midwife gives 
birth at home, which results 
in huge savings for the prov¬ 
ince. Births in hospital with 
a midwife cost less than 
births with doctors supervis¬ 
ing, and babies bom with 
the help of midwives have 
shorter hospital stays and 
lower costly obstetrical 
intervention rates, says 
Hagm an . 

And according to statis¬ 
tics gathered by the Ontario 
Association of Midwives, 
babies delivered by mid¬ 
wives have less need for fur¬ 
ther hospitalization or medi¬ 
cal attention, and often go 
home three hours after birth 
if that’s the mother’s choice.

knew that when her children 

career, she wanted t< „ 
back to university and train 
to become a midwife. 

Her own experience 
helps when she is delivering 
a baby, she says. Women will 
sometimes say to her, “I 
can’t do it,” and then follow 
up with “I guess if you did it 
four times, I can do it” 

But that said, she adds, 
the midwives who haven’t 
had children are still able to 

their clients, because of their 
training and experience. 

They build that trust 
through prenatal visits— 
they use the same schedule 
as physicians, only appoint¬ 
ments are longer, and they 
spend time discussing fears 
and goals so the midwife 
knows what to expect and 
what will work to calm her 

It also provides an oppor¬ 
tunity to talk about what 
happens when things don’t 
go according to plan, and 
how best to deal with the 
“reality of what sometimes 
happens,” she says. 

"When the body is giving 
birth, it works best when it 
feels safe and calm. Any kind 
of hubbub can mess sup a 
birth. Invasions that can 
occur at a hospital can make 
a woman feel more nervous, 
and can actually slow con¬ 
tractions. Our focus is to 
make a woman feel safe and 
secure, and that can make 
labour better, shorter and 
less exhausting.”
